DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first office action in response to the above identified patent application filed on 
1 1/01/2005 and preliminary amendment filed on 10/01/2007. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art of record neither discloses nor makes obvious the combination set forth 
in the independent claims, and especially does not show "the skirt and oxidizer tank being secured 
together by an elastomeric means, and an outer surface of the skirt being adhesively secured to the 
fuselage interior surface; the solid-fuel motor case being cantilevered behind the tank, said oxidizer tank 
providing sufficient support to said solid-fuel motor case for entirely supporting said solid-fuel motor 
case", in combination with the other claim limitations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
